Driest Southwest Areas Receive 
Rain; Spring Seeding Advances 


Further rains in the Southwest 
have definitely broken the drouth in 
even the driest areas of Texas and 
Oklahoma 

Heavy rains were received last 
week at some points in Texas which 
had not had appreciable moisture for 
three years, and the rainfall was sub- 
stantial and general throughout the 
whole hard winter wheat belt 

The precipitation appeared to give 
a guarantee of crop development at 
least as good as indicated by the 
large government estimates of April 
1. Some observers fee] that the crop 
could exceed the levels indicated by 
those figures. 

Meanwhile, weather last week was 
ideal for getting started with field 
work in the spring wheat territory 
There was no precipitation and tem- 
peratures were normal to above 
normal 

Outside of a few areas where win- 
ter snow had been unusually heavy 


at least some start has been made 
with seeding, the Occident Elevator 
Division of Russell-Miller Milling Co 
reports. A few points reported as 
much as 25° of the seed in the 
ground by the end of the week 

With another week of the weather 
experienced last week, a large per- 
centage of spring wheat seeding will 
be completed, Occident says 

Only two blots remain on an other- 
wise idyllic picture of the winter 
wheat crop. One of these is caused 
by some uncertainty as to the extent 
of damage which may have been 
caused in one area by low tempera- 
tures April 10. On that date the ther- 
mometer dropped as low as 16° above 
zero as far south as the Panhandle 
areas of Texas and Oklahoma, with 
readings down to 12° in southwest- 
ern Kansas 

Some evidence of damage has ap 
peared in the form of wilting of the

Northwest Flour Mills Resume 
Operations as Floods Decline 


The flooding Mississippi and Minne- 
sota Rivers had crested at most Up- 
per Midwest points early this week 
and water levels had started their 
slow drop to normal, leaving behind 
them hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in damages to industrial plants 
and homes. Flour milling plants at 
most points which were affected by 
the flood conditions were either back 
in operation or expected to resume 
operations later this week when flood 
waters receded further 

At Davenport, Iowa, however, the 
flood crest on the raging Mississippi 
was not expected until later in the 
week. The Davenport plant of Inter- 
national Milling Co. was still in op- 
eration April 22, and officials did not 
expect flood conditions to affect the 
mill directly. The crest of the flood 
does threaten the operations of the 


railroads serving the mill, however 
and if rail operations are stopped by 
the flood a shutdown of the mill will 
be necessary 

The Mississippi River at Winona, 
Minn., crested April 20 at 17.9 ft. The 
3ay State Milling Co. flour mill, 
closed down since April 15 when rail- 
roads serving the mill ceased switch- 
ing operations because of high water, 
remained closed early this week 
R. R. Brotherton, production manager 
for Bay State, reported that the mill 
itself was not flooded and was ready 
to operate when track sidings could 
be used. Preparations for the flood by 
the mill had been successful and 
water was kept out of the plant by 
masonry barriers erected at all win- 
dows and doors. The water remained 
about 2 ft. deep over the track sid- 
ings on April 22, however, and Mr 


Brotherton predicted it would be sev- 
eral days before the mill would be put 
into operation again 

The Tennant & Hoyt Co. plant at 
Lake City, Minn., is on high ground 
well away from the river and was not 
threatened at any time 

Mills at Red Wing, Minn., on the 
Mississippi, were looking forward to 
a return to more normal operations 
also later in the week. La Grange 
Mills returned to operation April 22, 
after running only two days last 
week. L. W. Back, president, report- 
ed that the elevator pit had been 
flooded but that the water level was 
dropping from the crest of last Thurs- 
day. The railroad serving the mill, he 
said, had been unable to furnish suf- 
ficient satisfactory equipment

In Line with Forecasts 

The expected deal with Canada and 
the U.S. is in line with forecasts made 
early last year that Australian mills, 
traditional suppliers to Egypt, would 
be unable to meet wheat and flour re- 
quirements in full because of the 
pessimistic crop outlook. In April, 
1951, it was reported that the Egyp- 
tians had made a contract with the 
Australians for 100,000 tons wheat 
and 100,000 tons flour, delivery to be 
made during the crop year 1951-52 
The total annual import requirement 
to cover consumption was assessed at 
1 million tons in wheat or wheat 
equivalent, in addition to which the 
government expressed its determina- 
tion to build up a reserve of 300,000 
tons 

At the opening of the crop year, 
local traders estimated the uncovered 
requirement, after allowing for the 
Australian shipments and_= small 
amounts from other sources, at 950,- 
000 tons. It was admitted in official 
circles that if this amount could not 
be obtained wholly in wheat, then 
flour would have to be accepted de- 
spite the strong opposition voiced by 
local millers 


Major Boost 


The Canadian portion of the con- 
tract, which is equivalent to 2,439,- 
136 bbl., will represent a major boost 
for the export industry. The only 
sale made to Egypt by Canada up 
to February 1952 was 6,000 bbl. de- 
livered in that month. No sales were 
made in 1949-50, but in 1950-51 a 
total of 19,436 bbl. was delivered

Insect Pest Survey, 
Reporting Service 


WASHINGTON A cooperative in 
sect pest survey and reporting serv 
ice, in which entomologists associated 
with state agencies, industry and the 
federal government will participate, 
was announced April 10 by the U.S 
Department of Agriculture. The pur 
pose of the service is to keep farm- 
ers informed of impending 
conditions 

The service will attempt to fore- 
warn farmers—-no matter what crops 
or livestock they produce of cur 
rent insect pest conditions, and will

There is another snag in this 
justment procedure.

Under those condi- 
tions, the adjustment available would 
only be to the extent necessary to 
bring conventionally allocable 
up to the ratio level which prevailed 
before Korea.
